ADDIS ABA£A t Ethiopia— The 
director of the Peace Corps in 
Ethiopa has resigned in protest 
against working in a repressive 
dictatorship "which cannot establish 
a social order with better answers to. 
its problems than shooting and 
beating young people." 

The resignation of Dr. Joseph 
Murphy, a former professor of 
political science at Brandeis Univer- 
sity, reflected the disenchantment of 
a good number of Peace Corps 
volunteers and officials with the 
government of Emperor Haile Selas- 
sie and their sympathy for the many 
young, educated Ethiopians who 
want his regime to collapse. 

Moreover, many volunteers, even 
those who shy away from taking a 
political stand, have found it unbea- 
ringly difficult to teach in a school 
system where students continually 
boycott classes to defy the emperor 
and continually abuse volunteers for 
representing a government that 
. bolsters the emperor. 

Since last October, almost 70 of the 
235 volunteer teachers in Ethiopia 
have resigned. Perhaps two-thirds 
have cited the emperor's reactionary 
regime or the chaotic school situa- 
tion as their reason. 

The largest spate of resignations ‘ 
came after Dec. 29, when the em- 
peror’s imperial bodyguard 
stormed the campus of Haile Selas- 
sie University in Addis Ababa and 
shot and bayoneted students who 
had gathered to protest the murder 
of their student union president. ! 

Although the government has 
. announced that three students wfere 
killed in the melee, university 
sources insist the total was closer to

Visible Symbol 
To the students, the 1 
volunteers are simply the 
most visible symbol of 
American support of the 
emperor. Many believe the 
regime would collapse 
without U.S. assistance. 

Ironically, a good case 
can be made that the more 
than 1,500 Peace Corps 
volunteers who have 
taught in Ethiopia since

Dr. Murphy left Ethiopia 
on Jan. 29. But a letter, 
explaining his resignation, 
is only now circulating to 
the volunteers in the coun- 


try. 

Dr. Murphy wrote that 
"It has become difficult, if 
not impossible, to continue 
to represent the humane i 
and idealistic impulse of 
the American people 
while the darker side of 
our national character is 
i n c r easingly predomin- 
ant." 

As examples of the 
darker side, the Peace 
Corps director cited the 
war in Vietnam and the 
American operation of a 
military base in northern 
Ethiopia. 

Explains Difficulty 
Dr. Murphy then 
stressed the difficulty of 
working inside a repres- 
sive system like that of 
Ethiopia. 

"The recent incidents at 
the university and other 
places throughout the em- 
pire," Dr. Murphy said, 
"have pretty well con- 
vinced me that we do no 
service in teaching Ethio- 
pian youngsters how to 
ask questions about their 
physical and social world . 
when they live in a society 
in which the answers to 
those questions are bayo- 
nets and clubs." 
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
